RECALL, VETOES 
STATEHOOD BIL 


President Refuses to Sanc- 
tion Arizona Constitution 
and Néw Mexico, Included 
in the Joint Measure, Also 
Is Barred From Union by 
Action. 


SUBSERVIENCY OF 
JUDICIARY FEARED 


Executive Declares Mission 
of Bench Is to Construe 
Law and That Judgment 
of Enraged Majority Is Not 
Always £-fe Guide.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—President 


Taft, In a special message to the House 
of Representatives today, vetoed the 
joint resolution providing for the ad- 
i; Ission of. New Mexico and Arizona to 
statehood. His reason for exercising 
the executive power to veto was based 
on his thorough disapproval of the re- 
call of judges clause in the Arizona con- 


stitution. 

The fact that New Mexico’s statehood 
was bound up with that of Arizona, 
meted Out to her the same fate, and 
weither territory can come into the 
Union at this time unless friends of the 
joint resolution in Congress can muster 
the two-thirds vote necessary to pass 
the resolution over the President’s veto. 
This may be attempted.. 

The President did not spare words in 
condemning the recall feature of the 
Arizona constitution, which he said 
would compel judres to make their de- 
cision ‘under legalized terrorism.” 
The recall provision would operate 
against al] elective offices in Arizona, 
including both county and _ state 
judges. ‘When 26 per cent of the 
voters of the previous election pe- 
‘titioned for a special election to re- 
move an official, such an election 
would .be compulscry. 

Fears Tyranny of Majority. 

“This provision of the Arizona Con- 
. gtitution,” the President says, “in its 
application to county and state 
judges, seems to me so pernicious in 
fits effect, so destructive of indepen- 
denee in the judiciary, so HNkely to 
subject the rights of the individual to 
the possible tyranny of popular ma- 
jority, and, therefore, to be so inju- 
rious to ‘the cause of free govern- 
ment I must disapprove a constitution 
containing It.” 

Much of the message was devoted to 
a discussion of the functions of the 
ceurts under the Constitution. The 
President dwelt at considerable length 
on the necessity for freeing’the judiciary 
as much as possible from politics or 
popular influence. And, referring to the 
recall provision, he asked: 

“Could there be a saystem more in- 


geniounsly devised to subject judges to 


momentary gusts of popular passion 
than this?” 

“This provision of the Arizona Consti- 
_tution, in its application to county and 
state judges, seems to me pernicious in 
its effect, so destructive of independ- 
ence in the judiciary, so likely to sub- 
ject the rights of the individual to the 
possible tyranny of a popular majority 
and, therefore, to be so*injurious to the 
cause of free government, that I must 
disapprove a constitution containing it. 

“A popular government is not a 
government of a majority, by a ma- 
jority, fer a majority of the people. 
It in a geverument of the whole peo- 
ple, by a majority of the whole peo- 
ple under such rules and checks as 
will secure a wise, just and benefi- 
. cent government for all the people. 


“It is said you can always trust ths 


people to do justice. If that means all 
the people, and they all agree, you 
can. But ordinarily they do not all 
agree. and the maxim is interpreted to 
mean that you can always trust a ma- 
jority of the people, This is not invaria- 
bly true; and every dimttation imposed 
by the people upon the power of the 
majority in their constitutions is an ad- 
peeion that it is not always true. 
‘honest, clear-headed man, how- 
ever a great a lover of popular gov- 
ernment, ean deny that the unbridled 
expression of the majority of a com- 
munity converted hastily into law or 
metion would sometimes make a gov- 
ernment tyrannical and cruel. 

-“On the Instant of an unpopular rul- 
ing, while the spirit of protest has not 
had time to cool and even while an ap- 
peal may be pending from his ruling in 
which he may be sustained, he is to be 
haled before the electorate as a tri- 
“ bunal, with no judicial hearing, evi- 
dence or defense, and thrown out of of- 
fice, and disgypaced for life because he} 
has failed, in @ single decision, it may 
_ be, to satisfy the popular demand.

It is alleged that Kavada has lived 
for years in an obscure Balkan town, 
where he manufactured large quan- 
tities of spurious American dollar 
bills.

A saving of $70,906 on two items of 
the free bridge, as compared with the 
estimated cost, was assured to the city 
by bids opened Tuesday by the Board 
of Public Improvements. 

For the steel construction work of the 
west approach, for which $480,000 was 
the official estimate, the lowest bid 
was that of the American Bridge Co., 
$426,997, a saving of $53,003. 

For the foundation work of the same 
section, the lowest bid was that of the 
Missouri Valley Construction Co., $52.- 
097. As the ordinance had set apart 
$70,000 for this purpose, the city’s saving 
wtil be $17,903. 

The plans for a supplementary $§2,- 
£%),000 bond issue, to be submitted to 
the voters at a special election this 
fall, will not be altered by the sdvings 
thus made. 

There now remains $420,000 of the 
original $3,500,000 bond issue for the 
bridge. Of this, about $318,000 repre- 
sents savings on previous contract let- 
tings, in which the bids accepted were 
below. the estimate made by ordinance. 
There is a legal question whether this 
$218,000 is available for other work an 
the bridge without further legislative 
action, or whether new ordinances wil! 
be required to m@&ke it available.

When I landed near Springfield, a 
little fellow about 8 years old, who 
said his name was Raymond Bick- 
ford, came running up to me and 
asked me to carry him home. He 
seemed so innocently sincere that I 
was almost tempted to take him up 
and land him around the corner near 
his home, as he asked. 


The railroad telegraphers kept peo- 
ple informed of my approach all the 
way. When nearing the towns, I 
could see the white exhaust from 
the whistles of trains and the fac- 
tories announcing my approach. I 
would wave my hand sidewise, so 
they could see it from below.

EGGS SOMETIMES’ BAD 


Supt. Dwyer Says His Chief 
Trouble Is Getting Enough 
Employes. 


Members of the Special Investigating 
Committee of the House of Delegates, 
which has been investigating the city 
institutions, made a 15-minute investi- 
gation of the Robert Koch Hospital for 
Consumptivee, Tuesday, in its tour of 


the various-institutions. It wais said 
before the committee started that a 
“thorough” investigation would be 
made. 

The chef of the hospital complained 
to the committee that the eggs fur- 
nished were often bad ard that the 
meat was tough and often “‘strong.” Pa- 
tients said that frequently when bad 
eggs were sent in to them and re- 
turned to the kitchen, others equally 
bad were then sent in. 

Dr. Michael J. Dwyer, superintend- 
- ent, told the members of the commit- 
tee that there were 82 patients at the 
hospital. He said the wards were well 
filled during the winter months, but 
that during the summer those who are 
«ble seek outdoor life and leave the 
hospital. 

Dr. Dwyer said his greatest hindrance 
was his inability to get help. He said 
- it was hard to get men to work for $40 
or $50 a month and board, and that few 
women would apply for employment at 
$2 a month. There are now 4 employes 
at the hospital, he said, enough to con- 
duct the place. 

Members of the committee devlared 
the hospital in. a good sanitary condi- 
tion. After the various wards were vis- 
ited the committee left in autos for the 
city sanitarium (insane asylum). Hos-

SUPERINTENDENT ADMITS 





Official Admits Violent Inmates Are Kept in 
Stuffy, Ill Ventilated Almost Unbsarably 
Hot Rooms—No Others Available. 





Dr. C. 8. Chaddock, a member of the 
city hospital visiting staff, in his ‘exsi- 
mony Monday before the Special In- 
vestigating Committee of the House cf 
Delegates, declared that the -wards in 
the city sanitarium (insane asylum) are 
“sweat boxes,” that the sanitarium au- 


ical methods of restraining violent pj- 
tients, that the city is inhuman ifn its 
treatment of its insane and that the 
number of employes is inadequate to 
properly handle the inmates. 

Dr. George A. Johns, superintendent

Dr. Johns explained that in the wards 
where the bars are too far apart it is 
tow to prevent efforts to escape. He 
nd in the violent wards where the win- 
dows are small is frequently 10 degrees 
warmer than the corridors or adjolring 
buildings. 

This is caused, he said, by a mistake 
in the construction of the new wings to 


too small. The upper sash * not mov- 
able, he said, and the lower sash must 
be kept fastened low enough to prevent 
the escape of patients. Screens also 
are used on the windows to make them 
more secure, 


Bars Too Far Apart. 


He said that the iron bars at the 
windows in the central part of the 
building are too far apart, and that 
patients have crawled between the bars 
and injured themselves in efforts to 
escape. The central building is the 
original structure first occupied, and to 
which wings have been added. Screens 
are used over these windows, and the 
windows are lowered sufficiently to dis- 
courage attempts to crawl through the 
bars. 

Dr. Johns said that during the ex- 
treme hot spell of several weeks ago 
he took the temperature in one of the 
violent wards at 10 o’clock ‘one night 
and the thermometer registered 96 de- 
grees. This, he said, was 10 degrees 
hotter than outside or in the corri- 
dors. 

It was impossible to remedy this con- 
dition, he said, because no other suit- 
able quarters were available for violent 
patients. He said that a comparatively 
small appropriation by the Municipa) 
Assembly would provide funds to re- 
construct these windows and make the: 
wards more comfortable. 


Proper Treatment Not Given, 


Dr. Johns admitted that many pa- 
tients at the institution do not receive 
proper treatment of a nature which 
might restore their mental activity. 
This is because the number of attend- 
ants and nurses is entirely too small 
to handle the number of patients con- 
fined there. 

He said that the practice of restrain- 
ing patients in strait-jackets and other 
methods of punishment could be entire- 
ly discontinued if a proper number of 
attendants -be provided. The present 
number would have to be at least dou- 
bled to accomplish this, he said. 

There are now approximately 2000 in- 
Sane patients at the sanitarium. The 
employes insall divisions number 196. 
These are assisted by 600 insane inmates 
who work in various capacities. 

When these are worked in day and 
night shifts it makes the number of 
employes on duty too small in all de- 
partments, Dr. Johns said. In the con- 
valescent wards only one attendant is 
provided for four or five wards, he said.

THE DISCRETION OF

That at night one attendant 
only is on duty in charge «f 
four or five convalescent wards 
containing almost 200 patients. 

That only one attendant is 
provided at night for each vio- 
lent ward containing about 40 
patients. 

A That three attendants watch 
the violent wards during the 
day. Dr, Johns said that at least 

: five attendants should be pro- 
vided for each violent’ ward. 

That with a sufficient num- 
ber of attendants and prog 
equipment the sanity of many 
insane patients could be re- 
stored and they would cease to 
be charges of the city. 











Each ward contains about forty pa- 
tients. In the violent and troublesome 
wards there is only one available at- 
tendant for each ward at night. Three 
attendants are on duty in these wards 
during the day. Dr. Johns said that 
there should be at least five attendants 
in each of these wards at all times. 
Eight Physicians. 

The 48 wards in the institution, hous- 
ing the 2000 patients, are in charge of 
éight physicians. This number of doc- 
tors is sufficient, according to Dr. Johns, 
if provision was made for funds to pay 
proper salaries to keep the physicians 
at the sanitarium longer than -one year, 
as at present. The constant shifting of 
physicians because of the lack of proper 
salaries handicaps the management 8e- 
verely, Dr. Johns said. 

When patients become excited or un- 
ruly, the only possible method of 
handling them under present conditions 
is to restrain them by strait-jackets or 
other methods as a punishment, the su- 
perintendent said. 

ag tye kg number of attendants 
were furnished in these wards, it would 
be possible to entertain these patients 
when they become excited and calm 
them, preventing outbreaks, instead of 
punishing them by physical restraint,’’ 
he said. “In this manner the patients’ 
minds would be more easily susceptible 
of 4mprovement and they might regain 
their mental brightness more quickly. 


Restraint Necessary. 


“One obstreperous patient in a tem- 
porary outbreak can cause the patients 
in the entire ward to become restless 
and troublesome. The attendants, under 
present- conditions, are compelled to 
place these in restraint and get them 
away from other patients. The num- 
ber of patients punished is daily re- 
ported to the physicians of the divisions, 
who releatie them as soon as practi- 
cable.’ 

Ten persons are employed in tlhe 
laundry to provide linen for the 200 
patients. Approximately 50,000 pieces of 
laundry are handled annually, aczcord- 
ing to Dr. Johns. These 10 employes are 
fasiated by about sixty insane patients, 
he said. 

‘The City of St. Louis made a mistake 
when it built the sanitarium within the 
city limits,” Dr. Johns said. “It should 
have been out in the country where pa- 
fients would have had more room for 
work and exercise. A farm and cottages 
would be the ideal] institution. 

No Outside Exercise. — 


“The sanitarium here has 50 acres 
ef ground, surrounded by resideaces. 
We cannot take the patients out sro 
the yards for exercise without parad- 
ing. their infirmities béfore the genera: 
public. ‘There is no room for farm 
work, vegetable gardens, or other em- 
ployment by which the minds of the pua- 
tients can be occupied by pleasant an

A glassful of carbolic acid was thrown 
into the face of Mrs. Anna Long of 
8038 Easton avenue, Monday night, 
while she wag sitting on a bed at 3000 
Olive street, talking to her husband, 
Sheridan Long, who had recently un- 
dergonhe an operation for appendicitis. 
The acid was thrown by a woman whom 
Mrs. Long says she had never seen be- 
fore. 

The woman followed up the acid 
throwing by an attack on Mrs. Long 
and attempted to rub the liquid into her 
eyes. Screaming with pain, Mrs. Long 
ran downstairs to a drug store and 
called for help. 

When a policeman entered the house a 
few minutes after the acid had been 
thrown, he found that L&§ng and Miss 
Flsie Bentzer, a woman rvomer in the 
hcuse, had disappeared. The house has 
been kept under poiice surveillance 
Since the covple disappeared, and an 
urder has heen sent out for their ar- 
rest. 

‘‘My husband and I quarreted last fall, 
and have not since been living togeth- 
er,"’ Mrs. Long told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday. ‘‘When he was strick- 


en with appendicitis and was operated 


1.pon I went to see him regularly. 
Woman Springs at Her. 

“He was living with his sister, Mrs. 
Al Tobis. He was alone in the room 
when I went in. I was chatting with 
him when a strange woman walked into 
the room and, without saying a word 
throw a giassful of carbolic acid in my 
face. 

“She then sprang at me and tried to 
rub the acfd in my eyes. In trying to 
protect myself, my hands were burned, 
My husband did not try to help me. He 
was supposed to be too sick to move. 

“Tlalf blinded, I made my way to the 
drug store and called for help. I was 
taken to the dispensary for treatment, 
and did not go back to the house.’ 

Face Severely Burned. 

Mrs. Long’s face was severely 
burned by the acid. She is 23 years 
old, 

Mrs. Tobis told a Post- Dispatch re- 
porter that she left the house to go 
to the station to meet a friend, and 
had gone but a little distance when 
she heard Mrs. Long screaming. 

“T went back to the house. as 
quickly as I could, but I found all 
the doeors locked. Policemen came 
and forcéa thé doors open, but when 
we got in my brother and -Miss Dent- 
ger were gone. 

Roomed With His Sister. 

“T rented the house a week ago. 
My. brother came to room with me. 
The day I moved in Miss Dentzer, 
whom I had known for gome time, 
rented one of the back rooms. I had 
not observed that she and my brother 
were friendly.”

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THE RECALL OF JUDGES. 

Advocates of the recall for judges, as well as 
other public officers, advance some plausible ar- 
guments in support of their theory. There has 
long been a tendency, particularly in the West, 
to restrict the judicial power. To such an extent 
has this been carried in some states that, in 
criminal trials, the Court has little to.do except 
pass upon the admissibility of testimony and give 
voice to a sentence that has been fixed by the 
jury. There is even a disposition, given exercise 
in petty courts, to make the jury the judge of the 
law as well as the facts, presumably on the the- 
ory that the opinion of six or twelve men, un- 
trained in the law, is bette. than the opinion of 
one man who is. 

How far this practice is removed from the old 
view is marked by the custom retained in the 
Federal courts. Here the Judge has no hesitancy 
in telling the jury his view of the facts if he is 
so inclined. On the advisability of such expres- 
sion lawyers are divided, but many of the longest 
experience have wearied of the jury system of 
trial, particularly in civil c-ses, and would prefer 
to have the Court pass on the facts as well as the 
law. 

The recall is a development of the tendency to 
curtail the powers of the Judge by making a pub- 
lic still more devoid of knowlecge of the law 
than the jury, the judge of th> legal attainments 
of the Judge, and of the particular application he 
~-0-0-0-0-0-0-4 | Makes of his legal knowledge, skill and acumen. 
The public has given no proof of its capacity to 
judge judges before electgn. The elective sys- 
tem for judicial officers has produced no results, 
under the fairest trial, compareble ir. satisfaction 
with the appointive. ‘Massachusetts, under the 
appointive system, has held the highest position 
of any state. The decisions of its Supreme Court 
command universal respect and are given the 
greatest weight-everywhere. Michigan, in the 
chance possession of a remarkable Supreme Court, 
whose members were elected, won a high rank. 
But we must recall] that so distingvished a jurist 
as Thomas M. Cooley was defeated for re-elec- 
tion—in other words, recallt:d—irn a campaign 
where demagogism was at its best in raising a 
clamor against railroad decisions now universally 
conceded to have been wise end m-dels of con- 
servati ‘And the people of Michigan have been 
funable to replace the supreme bench whose end 
began with the defeat of Cooley. No state has 
secured any such quality on its supreme bench as 
Massachusetts or maintained it with such success. 
The character of the Federal judges is a further 
mark of the advantages of the appointive sys- 
tem, although there have been lapses due usually 
to the entrance of partisanship and its destroy- 
ing power. ; 

Still, we might countenance the judicial recall 
if there was even a remote assurance that it 
would be the recourse only against patent abuse 
of power, obvious miscarriage of justice and 
proofs of judicial incompetency. But what do we 
find practically? There is pending in Oregon an 
election for the recall of Circuit Judge John S. 
Coke. From the official rec.-d we quote the 
charges against Coke: 

That the said John 8. Coke, in the month of 
May, 1911, while holding circuit court in and 
for Douglas County, State or Oregon, and pre- 
siding over the case of Roy S. McCallen, 
charged with murder, demonstrated his gross 
incompetency and unfairness by giving to the 
jury in said case, at the instance and request 
of defendant’s attorneys, unfair and errone- 
‘ous instructions as to the law, intended to 
bias the jury in favor of the defendant and 
secure an acquittal; while at the same time he 
(said John S. Coke) failed and refused to | 
the jury fair and ‘legal instructions 4, 
were asked by the prosecution. All of 
contributed to and brought about the 
of the ends of justice. 


If this were not so serious, ft would be a ‘great 
jest. Imagine turning over to the yeople for 
decision the competency, of a court’s charge to 
the jury, or its fairness. Such questions call into 
play the highest ability courts of last resort have 
to offer. Under no fiction of circumstance could 
they become matter for popular decision. It is 
lynch law and mob rule legaliz-d. The one Ore- 
gon case is enough to show that danger lurks in 
the recall of judges; that President Taft and its 
opponents kave not overstated the possibilities. 
Whatever has been Arizona’s experience with 
judges, it would better turn to Massachusetts for 
corrective methods than to wander off into un- 
tried ways and adopt impractical experiments. 
Mr. Taft’s veto wil] save Arizona from the judi- 
cial anarchy apparently rampant in Oregon. 
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Mr. Taft will veto the wool bill, the cotton bill 
and the free list bill and so antagonize the pro- 
gressive Republicans, and he will sign the reci- 
procity bill and so antagonize the stand-pat 
crowd. Nobody loves a fat man. - 
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HIGH FINANOE IN THE FAR WEST. 

As the United States are now mapped at Wash- 
ington, “the West” begins west of Kansas, taking 
in Colorado and extending to the Pacific Coast. 
Dr. Le Grand Atwood has just concluded a 
study of all-the states included in this modern 
West. The results, as they have been published 
this week by the Director of the Census, are very 
modern—so modern that if Horace Greeley has 
successors left, the figures of this modern progress 
will silence them. 

In this whole vast area, the average price of 
farming land was put up from $12.01 to $30.92 
per acre in ten years. This was land alone with- 
out buildings. The rest of the story is told when 
an increase of only 52 per cent in the number of 
farms resulted in an increase of 157.4 per cent 
ia the average acre price of farming land without 
improvements. When the price of farming land 
is put up by the arrival of “outsiders” three 
times as fast as the outsiders arrive, it indicates 
mathematically that the insiders are cultivating 
high finance and raising percentages in a way 
which ma'.es it disastrous to attempt to compet: 
with them on their own ground. 

The Post-Dispatch’ has already pointed this out 
as the lesson of preliminary returns. In the full 
summary of conditions now made by Dr. Atwood 
there is confirmation of the conclusion that those 
who “go West” from Missouri or across it in 
search of opportunity to “grow up,” are badly in 
need of education. Dr. Atwood’s figures merely 
show that they are sure to get it.

HONOR FOR THE OREGON. 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

The suggestion has been made that when the 
Panama Canal is formally opened in 1915 the 
battleship Oregon should lead the procession 
through the new waterway, the position of honor 
being given her in memory of her 14,000-mile 
race from San Francisco around the Horn to 
take part in the Spanish War. There is no doubt 
that the Oregon’s famous voyage, which was fol- 
lowed by the whole nation, not to say the world, 
had much to do with crystallizing popular senti- 
ment in favor of the construction of the canal. 
In the minds of many, if not most, of the mem- 
bers of Congress who voted for the canal the 
chief motive was the military consideration of 
expediting the passage of our war vessels from 
one ocean to the other in time of need, and to 
this the more problematical commercial advan- 
tages were held secondary. It was on March 19, 
1898, that the Oregon, under command of Capt. 
Charles BE. Clark, subsequently made Rear Ad- 
miral, left San Francisco and began the run of 
14,000 miles, which was made at a sustained 
speed that alone constityted a triumph for her 
officers, her engineers and her builders, At that 
time the Oregon represented 25 per cent of the 
entire available strength of the American navy 
in first-class battleships. Today there are no 
less than 29 such vessels on the navy list, with 
eight others in various stages of projection or 
construction, but the Oregon and her contem- 
poraries are fast becoming obsolete. In 1915 the 
historic vessel will have rounded out the average 
length of service, and to lead the procession 
through the canal would be an appropriate end 
to her career, It would be fitting if as many as 
possible of the officers and crew who manned 
her in her race against time were once more col- 
lected aboard her, with Admiral Clark, who, by 
the way, is no stranger in this region and is sum- 
mering at Lake Mansfield, Vt., at their head,

LL their friends seem to be di- 

vorced, some of them seem to 

announce their engagements 

before they get their decree. 

One of them, her name was Mabel—as 

far as I could make out, her husband

Of course, this is the latest criticism 
of society, and equally, of course, you 
infer it was written by some fran‘<ly 
impressed outsider, some foreigner on 
a critical furlough, perhaps. 

Not at all. It is merely a random 
paragraph from the latest story of so- 
ciety’s official monitor, Mrs. Edith 
. Wharton, that etherealized muse, who 
ence descended from the peaks of cul- 
ture long enough to become the author 
of a best seller, ““The House of Mirth.” 

“Other Times, Other Manners,”’ is the 
title of the two-part story of New York’s 
moral somersault which Mrs. Wharton 
has contributed to the.July and August 
numbers of a current magazine. With 
the meticulous preciosity which has 
trade her our greatest artist in dry- 
point literature, Mrs. Wharton etches a 
picture of a woman divorced, remarried 
and socially exiled, who returns to New 
York to find that her daughter has 
split the dance of life between two part- 
ners. 

RS. LIDCOTE is the name of the 
elderly pilgrim who had left New 
Yurk when the primrose path of those 
who follow their own desires was strewn 
with penitential ashes, perhaps with 
a Samaritan intention of preventing 
them from further slips. She is, accord- 
ing to her creator, a woman with a past, 
acquired in the good old days when 
“pasts” amounted to something, and 
were kept in the closet with the family 
ekeleton instead of being hung on ths 
front door, as they are today. 

“When she was alone it was always 
the past that occupied her,’’ writes Mrs. 
Wharton. “She couldn't get away from 
it, and.she didn’t any longer care to. 
- During her long years of exile she had 
made her terms with it. had learned to 
accept the fact that it would always 
be there, huge, obstructing, encumber- 
ing, much bigger and more dominant 
than anything the future’ could possibly 
conjure up. And, at any rate, she was 
sure of it, she understood it, knew how 
to reckon with it; she had learned to 
screen and manage and protect it as 
one does an afflicted member of one’s 
family. 

"There had never been any danger of 
her being allowed to forgét-the past. It 
looked out at her from the face of 
every acquaintance, it appeared sud- 
denly in the eyes of strangers when a 
word enlightened them: ‘Yes, the Mrs. 
Lidcote, don’t you know.” 

The mother had hoped that “having 
so signally failed to be of use to Lella 
in other ways, she would at least serve 
her as @ warning.” 

And now Mrs. Lidcote could hear the 
whole of New York saying with one 
voice, “Yes, Lefla's done just what her 


mother did. With such an example,. 


what else could you expect?”

Everywhere is a new note of toler- 
ance, even of championship for the old 
sins. The uncle of her daughter's first 
husband is actually using his influence 
at Washington to get the second hus- 
and, Wilbour Barkley, a secretaryship 





to the American Embassy at ‘Rome. 
And the amazed victim of the old order, 
after a talk with the narrowest oid 
man in the family, thus describes New 
York's moral metamorphosis: 

“It’s extraordinary. Everything’s 
changed. Even Susy has changed: and 
you xnow ‘the extent to which Susy 
stood for old New York. ‘There’s no 
old New York left, it seems. She talked 
in the most amazing way. She snaps 
her fingers at the Purshes. She told me 
—me, that every woman had a right to 
happiness, that self-expression was the 
highest duty. She accused me of mis- 
understanding Leila; she said my point 
of view was convention! She was burst- 
ing with pride at having been in the 
secret, and wearing a brooch that Wil- 
bour Barkley’d given her!”’

And so it is; but I be- 
gin to understand why. It’s simply that 
society is much too busy to revise its 
own judgments. Probably no one in the 
house with me stopped to consider that 
my case and Lelila’s were identical. 
They only remembered that I’d done 
something which, at the time I did it, 
Was condemred by society. My case 
has been passed on and classified; I’m 
the woman who has been cut for nearly 
twenty years; it’s simply become a tra- 
dition. to cut me. And traditions that 
have lost their meaning are the hardest 
‘of all to destroy.” 

No one who knows anything about 
society or about Mrs. Wharton will de- 
ny her right to speak with finality of 
the Ten Tablets about New York’s 
traditions. The astounding thing is that 
she admits as remoter critics have only 
hinted, that morality is now only a tra- 
dition in New York’s “high life.’’ 

No doubt it is precisely in that aspect 
that it has grown more to resemble the 
society of Paris and London, where 
poor Queen Mary, like another Mrs. 
Partington, is trying to drive back the 
tide of license with the broom of an 
early Victorian virtue. And perhaps if 
we live long enough the society jour- 
nals will announce among the latest 
things in hats and gowns, ‘Full fash- 
fons in husbands,” and for the’ benefit
